Part 1V, Representations and Instructions, Section M, Evaluation Factors for Award, is hereby
revised asfollows:

Paragraph 3, Technical Evaluation Criteria, is revised to read as follows:
3. TECHNICAL EVALUATION CRITERIA

Proposals shall be evaluated in accordance with the following technical evaluation criteria,
which are weighted in the order of their relative importance, with a maximum total score of
100 points.

(8 PERSONNEL - WEIGHT (40%)

Clinical Center Staff

Medical and support staff with expertisein large clinical cohorts, evaluation

and diagnosis of Osteoarthritis (OA), data collection and management. Demon-
strated experience in recruitment and retention of subjects for long term clinical
studies and studies of similar complexity. The offeror can either provide

such expertise on site or negotiate expertise in the form of a collaborative

agreement with an outside consultant 25%
